HEALTH and SAFETY within the Bessey Ranger District, Nebraska National Forest, until
rescinded.

ROAD; FOREST DEVELOPMENT ROAD NO. 212, ALSO illEN"t'il"lliD AS THE N! TICK
ROAD; FOREST DEVELOPMENT ROAD NO. 277, ALSO illENTIFIED AS THE !

WHITETAIL ROAD; AND THE scon LOOKOUT USE AREA.

FDR 203/Circle Road is defmed as: the road that begins and ends on State Highway Spur No.
86 B, which is approximately 30 miles in length. (Attachment A)

FDR 259/Gaston Road is defmed as: the road that begins with Nebraska State Highway 2 and
ends at the junction with FDR 203, which is approximately 9 miles in length. (Attachment A)

FDR 212/Natick Road is defined as: the road that begins on State Highway Spur 86B and ends
at the junction with south FDR 203 road junction, which is approximately 18 miles in length.

FDR 277/Whitetail Road i8fmed as: the road that begins on FDR~ and ends at the
Whitetail Campground, which is approximately 3 miles in length. (Attachment A)

Scott Lookout Use Area is defmed as: the area suuounding the Scott Lookout Tower bounded
by FDR 203 on the east for approximately 1/2 mile, then west following a fence line for
approximately 1/4 mile as a southern boundary, then turnillg north for approximately 1/4 mile
following a fence line for the western boundary and then proceeding east along a fence line to
the intersection of FDR 203 and State Highway Spur 86 B encompassing an area of ap-
proximately 200 acres.

Pursuant to 36 CFR 261.50 (e) the following are EXEMPT from this order:

(1) Persons with a pennit specifically authorizing the prohibited act or omission.
(2) Any Federal, State or local, or member of an organized rescue or fIfe fighting

force in the perfonnance of official duties.

Violation of this prohibition is punishable by a rme of not more than $5,000.00 for an
individual or $10,000.00 for a legal entity other than an individual, or imprisonment for not
more than one (1) year or both. Title 16 USC, Section 551.

JUSTIFICATION

This order will provide all Forest users a safer environment and allow Forest Service Law
Enforcement to respond to issues of public health and safety. Increased A TV /OHV use on
listed roads and areas has resulted in numerous conflicts with others users and several accidents
and near misses with other vehicles. This order will reduce potential occurrence of conflicts
and accidents.

1. STATE THE DESIRED PROHIBITED ACT: This order will assist in providing a safer
environment for all Forest users and allow Forest Service Law Enforcement to respond to
issues concerning public health and safety on the Bessey Ranger District.

2. REASON FOR THE ORDER: During the past several years OHV/ATV use has dramati-
cally increased on the Bessey Ranger District for their recreational value. Because of this
increase use, user conflicts, accidents and near misses involving OHV's with other types of
motorized vehicles have increased resulting in several injuries to children and adults. The
Forest Development Roads throughout the District have experienced increased demand with
people traveling to both the Natick and Whitetail Campgrounds while also accessing the
National Forest in general. User conflicts occur when the low profile ATV travel the narrowToads 

which are used by the general public pulling large trailer and/or horse trailers at a higher
rate of speed. The most heavily used road is FDR 203 which has experienced the most conflict
and accidents resulting in injuries. Other road experience the same user conflicts, but to a
lesser degree.

The area surrounding the Scott Lookout is served by State Highway 86B, the most travel road
on the District, and is the destination point of the Scott Lookout National Recreation Trail.
Increasing conflicts between users is occurring. The proposed boundary can be found on the
ground and consist of either roads and/or fencelines.
